“In a short time we shall be 
assembling to form a new con- 
stitution for India,” he _ said. 
“Freedom is-in sight. The British 
can no longer deny it to us 
whatever their intention. If to- 
day we miss our goal the fault 
will be ours.” 

Establishment of Pakistan as a 
separate state for Moslem areas 
in India would be “a terrible so- 
lution”-for India’s. communal 
problems, he added. It would 
be detrimental in the long run 
to Moslems as well gs Hindu in- 
terests but a logical consequence 
of communalism. 

Speaking on communal 
in Bengal and Bihar, he de- 
clared, that if the present “or- 
gies” continued the Moslem 
League, and even the Congress, 
might lose control of its fol- 
lowers. 

“If that happens then India 
will be divided into two armed 
camps of communal fanatics, 
the British will stand guard over 
them both with their bayonets 
and the day of India’s freedom 
will be indefinitely postponed.”

PASSION PLAY PURGE 
UT OF THE WELTER of news coming out of postwar Ger- 
many I happened to notice one little bit which will have 
particular interest for many people who toured Europe in the 
“good old days.” 

It is that the little village of Oberammergau, in the Bavarian 
Alps; has had to abandon plans to revive its world-famed 
Passion Play in 1947, 

The elders of that pious little resort had hoped next year 
to rededicate themselves to a pledge made as long ago as 
1634. 

At that’ time a plague was raging with such disastrous 
results that the people of the village and district vowed, if 
Divine intervention would only halt the scourge, that Ober- 
ammergau would produce a passion play every decade until 
the end of time. 

HALTED BY WAR 
IRACULOUSLY, as it seemed, the epidemic was. halted, 
and the people wholeheartedly consecrated themselves to 
the sacred theme. 

With the result that every 10 years for 
from the life of Christ were given. 

There were few interruptions,. The play was last presented 
in 1934, but World War Two prevented its presentation in 1944. 

At its tercentenary in 1934, more than 400,000 persons, from 
all ovér the world, gathered in the little village to see the im 
pressive religious drama. 

Its performances were traditional, and had been developed 
to a high degree of artistry and reverence, which left an un- 
forgettable impression on ‘the audience. 

For three decades the part of the Christus was. played by
